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AMERICAN LEGION GIVES TRUTH
ON JAP FARMING INTENTIONS

SAN FRANCISCO.— American Le-

gion officials, headed by Morgan
Keaten, state adjutant of the or-
ganization, are convinced that the

Japanese have no intention of com-
plying with the alien land laws of the
Pacific coast states if they can evade
those laws or, failing evasion, if they
can force an abrogation thercof
through their home government.

“The first of the plans which the
Japanese organization recently an-
nounced,” said Keaton, “provided for
the hiring of Japanese labor, with a
bonus based on net profits from the
crops instead of on the gross profits.
This was so clearly an attempt to
evade the intent of the law that
Fresno county officials declared that
they would prosecute anyone taking
part in such a contract.”

Now there has been organized a
million-dollar corporation for the Jap-
anese, the shares in which are of
$10,000 par value each and are of-
fered to the Japanese in the state
and their American friends who de-
sire to assist them in evading the
intent and purpose of our state law,
according to Keaton.

“Beware of the Japanese propa-
ganda that the present anti-alien land
laws are driving the people off the
land and that California agricultural

An editorial in Nichi Bei (Jap-

anese-American News) of San Fran-
cisco calls attention to the fact that
the Japanese of California have avail-
able in the way of savings, in this
eountry and in Japan, about $50,000,-
000, and-states that it is a matter of
duty as well as of interest for them
to contribute liberally from these
savings to make the plans of this
corporation a  success. The purpose
of the corporation is given as “to ren-
der aid to general farming industry
by investing in farm lands and farm
products, and furnishing financial
assistance to the Japanese farmers in
California.”

Translations hitherto published from
Japanese newspapers in San  Fran-
cisco and Seattle urge the Japanese
to use the privileges of their Ameri-
can-born children now attaining their
majority as American citizens,  and
of corporations of Japanese hitherto
formed, for the purpose of securing
for the alien Japanese such advan-
tages in use and ownership of land
as may not be held by them under
the laws now in force in the Pacific
coast states, and already interpreted

RESOLUTION ‘OF INTENTION
No. 161 :

A Resolution of the Board of Trustees
of the City of Torrance, California,
Declaring Its Intention to Order the
Improvement of Portions of West-
ern Avenue and of El Prado in Sald
City; Declaring the Said Work to
Be of More Than Local or Or
dinary Public Benefit, ‘and Deserib-
ing the District to Be Benefited by
Said Work or Improvement and to
Bear the Cost and Expenses There-
of; Declaring That Bonds Shall B¢
Issued to Represent Said Costs and
Expenses and Fixing the Time and
Place for Hearing Objections to
Said Work and Improvement or to
the Extent of the District to Be
Assessed, or Both.

The Board of Trustees of the City
of Torrance, California, pursuant to
the provisions of the “Improvement
Act of 19117 and the “Improvement
Bond Act of 1915 and the amend-
ments to sald acts, do Resolve as
follows:

SECTION 1. That the Public In-
terest and Convenience require, and
that it is the' intention of the Board
of Trustees of the City of Torrance,
State of California, to order the fol-
lowing work to be done and improve-
ment made in said City, to-wit:
